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THE STATE OF AFFAIRS IN AMERICA. 
Ir is believed by those whose experience of men and institutions 
in the States of America is founded on personal observation 
that predictions uttered to-day by lookers-on on this side of the 
water may be utterly falsified by the intelligence brought by the 
next mail. A singular blending of expediency and impulse 
which pervades the idiosyncrasy of the American people renders 
the formation of any judgment as to what their conduct will be 
in certain conditions of things very difficult, One cannot reason 
in this case according to the ordinary rules of cause and effect, 
nor is there a fair chance of calculating results from combinations 
of circumstances, The profound interest with which we in this 
country contemplate the situation as it existed at the last 
accounts is intensified by an uncertainty more marked than 
usual, even in the instance of an internecine quarrel. On the 
one hand, much that has occurred, many minor and less important 
matters, would seem to indicate that both parties are laudably 
loth to put their dispute to the last arbitrement, Take, for 
instance, the circumstances which accompanied the capture of 
Fort Sumter, There has been a disposition to look at the blood- 
less nature of the contest which took place on that occasion from a 
comic point of view, and much small wit has been expended on the 
remarkable fact thata bombardment of forty hours should have led 
to no casualty on either side, It should, however, be recollected 





that in the fort there were scarcely a hundred men, who, if it was 
a well-constructed fortification, might easily have found shelter 


from any ordinary fire, On the other hand, it would seem that | 


its defenders, whose object could only have been to establish 
the point of honour that pertained to their character, may have 
been unwilling to shed the first blood in a contest between men 
of the same nation, as well as to avoid the rousing of that retri- 
butive spirit in their adversaries which might have led to their 
undergoing another fate than that of marching out as prisoners 
of war, In short, we are willing to give both parties credit for 
a praiseworthy desire to avoid that responsibility which would 
be involved in the direct initiation of the slaughter and cala- 


mities of a civil war, There are other marks of hesitancy | 


which might well have been interpreted into a hope that the 
moment of extremity was yet distant. But, if we take the 
formal declarations which have now been made on either side, 
it is not easy to see how a civil war of the most fearful descrip- 
tion can be anything but a question of time for preparation. 
The policy of Mr, Lincoln is obvious enough, It was clearly his 
cue to have all the credit of forbearance on his side, while at 
the same time he was enabled to test the resources of the South 
and to marshal his own, It was the interest of the seceding 
States rather than his to provoke a_ hostile collision, 
and it needed an overt act of that which he could technically 








designate rebellion to justify the Chief Magistrate of the 
Republic in calling those whom he as technically could term 
well-affected citizens to arms in order to restore federal law and 
order, It is evident that the President never proposed to him- 
self to take the initiative in an actual contest, and that with . 
this view he abstained from any attempt to relieve Fort Sumter 
The responsibility has thus, with some tact, been thrown on the 
seceders, and the actual capture and occupation of a stronghold of 
the Federal Government by them is at once the origin and the 
justification of that proclamation in which the President of that 
great nation, which has been at once the wonder and the envy 
of the world, gives the signal for all the havoc and misery of 
that most dire of contests—one between men of the same 
country and the same race, who, diverging on questions of 
principle and prejudice, can find no other adequate settlement 
of their difference than that organised and systematic cutting 
of each other's throats which is dignified by the name of war. 
Assuming that which we cannot help calling a melancholy 
fact—namely, the positive, overt reference of the matters in dif- 
ference to the issue of a civil war—a curious and interesting 
inquiry naturally arises, and that is the relative strength and 
state of preparation with which each party will enter on the 
contest at this moment, If we may judge from report and 
their own statements, the Southern Confederation, at the time 
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when the accounts were brought by the last mail, had a 
force which, at least for purposes of defence, was greatly 
superior to any army which the North could bring into 
the field for purposes of aggression, No doubt that the 
eourse of events in Carolina and the other seceding States 
has tended to give them up to the present time a more demon- 
strative appearance, Their levies of men have been going on, 
and we have heard a great deal of the casting of cannon and 
the manufacture of the munitions of war, If they are to have 
an army at all, they have already attained to something more 
than its nucleus; and, as the Federal Army proper at the 
disposal of President Lincoln is only some twelve or fifteen 
thousand strong, and those much scattered in distant frontier 
service, it would seem as if the South would commence the war 
with a certain advantage on their side, Passing by for a moment 
the circumstance, by no means unimportant, that the party of the 
North is in the possession of the Federal Navy, and would thus 
have the command of the seaboard, Mr, Lincoln can have, and 
has had, recourse only to the calling out of the Militia, on which, 
in the case of foreign war, every possible reliance is to be placed, 
The question then is, will the demand which he has made for 
the force necessary to carry on any warlike operations which he 
may contemplate now, or hereafter find necessary, be responded 
to, We are assured, on very competent authority, that it 
will, It is confidently stated that the spirit of the North is 
now equally pronounced with that of the South—that there 
will be no difficulty in raising any force that may be required 
for an immediate campaign, The accounts which have been 
received go far to justify this opinion, The State of New York 
offers 30,000 men instead of the 13,000 which was asked as her 
quota ; and we hear that even the so-called peace community of 
Pennsylvania has (leclared its readiness to contribute no less than 
160,000 fighting men, We must, therefore, come to the painful 
conclusion that neither inclination nor means is wanting for 
the commencement and the carrying on of the impending 
struggle. 

The secession of the border States, and of Virginia especially, 
will necessarily increase the difficulties which Mr, Lincoln has 
to encounter ; and, admitting in their fullest extent the material 
advantages which are possessed by the North, those difficulties 
are formidable enough, As regards those pecuniary resources 
which have been emphatically designated the sinews of war, 
there is probably little or no comparison between the two 
parties, In the South the main dependence appears to rest on a 
duty of a cent per pound which has been imposed on the 
staple commodity, cotton, and a loan which has been already 
raised. Another recourse to this latter expedient, and also 
to voluntary contributions, will be found necessary, we 
suppose, if the contest assumes those dimensions to which, 
unhappily, there is every prospect that it will reach. The 
question then arises whether the means of the seceding 
States are equal, not to a drain of money merely, but to 
an actual and necessary supply, We are assured on good autho- 
rity that much that has been said of the wealth of the South is 
in a manner an exaggeration, or, at least, that riches there do 
not take the decided shape of ready money to the extent which 
has been supposed. On the other hand, the volunteer spirit of 
the North embraces both men and money, and the contributions 
of the latter can be counted in current coin, The power which 
Mr. Lincoln possesses, and of which it appears he is about to avail 
himself, of blockading the Southern ports, must have a material 
if not an overwhelming influence on the pecuniary resources of 
his opponents, 

Everything, however, tends to point to a struggle of the most 
energetic and unyielding description when once it has actually 
begun, Notwithstanding some inequalities of strength, we 
know enongh of the spirit of all Americans, when their blood is 
up and their impulsive feelings thoroughly enlisted in a cause, to 
be sure that conquest, in the strict sense of the term, of the 
seceding States is just an impossibility. It may happen that the 
power of the North may be so far predominant after a time as 
to enable its forces to devastate the territory of its adversaries, 
although even that is not by any means a proximate event, It 
may be that ere long a slave insurrection will be added to the 
difficulties which the South will have to encounter, and who shall 
say what may be the consequences of such a thing? But thatthe 
revolting communities will ever be brought by coercive measures 
into the federation which we have hitherto known as the United 
States is about as likely as the return to their allegiance to 
England of her then colonies in North America was after the 
Declaration of Independence, Unless some miracle of com- 
promise be performed, the world must henceforth expect to see 
two moderate Republics established on that continent where for 
many years it has been accustomed to contemplate the growth 
of a nation which bade fair to be stupendous in its greatness, 

Apart from many causes which would render it the obvious 
interest of this country to lament the political and social 
severance of the States of America, there are peculiar reasons 
why we Englishmen should look with pain and sorrow on a 
civil war between men of a kindred race with ourselves, We 
have ourselves, indeed, gone through the fiery ordeal of many 
civil wars ; buf in some way or other, directly or indirectly, these 
contests have had a bearing on the attainment of these liberties 
which we at present enjoy; and, if we now look back with 
sadness on the brothers’ blood which has been spilled in our land, 
at least we have the consolation that it has not been shed in 
vain, for it has tended only to the consolidation of our empire 
and the building up of our constitutional rights on a sure 
foundation, It is to be feared that the Americans will have 
no such retrospect in the history of these events. This 
internecine contest has been in a certain sense provoked 
by an idea which did not need an appeal to the sword; and if, 
as we believe, it will result in the disruption of a great common- 
wealth, even if it should not tend to weaken or destroy the 
liberties of the citizens of either of the contending communities 
—which, at least, it may put in peril—it cannot in any case be 





o herwise than a calamity to all concerned in it, and a subject 
of regret, and indeed of grief, to all thinking men in the old 
country,

the dispossessed enemy passed through the streets of Charleston the 
cheering of the people was frantic. The only indignation felt 
throughout the affair was at the conduct of the American flotilla, 
which kept outside, and did not come into harbour and take part in 
the fray. The Southermers resented this as an act of 
towards their favourite enemy, Major Anderson, The courtesies, 
indeed, were more fatal than the hostilities, for, whereas_ no life 
was destroyed by the guns fired in anger, two men were killed and 
four wounded by the peaceful salute 
. The news of the capture of Fort Sumter had naturally occasioned 
intense excitement at Washington and throughout the country. There 
was a feeling thet the safety of the Federal itself would soon 
be menaced, and preparations were being madle for its defence.

of forty-six, On Tuesday there was a “no House,” a rare occur- 
rence, there were only twenty members present at four o'clock. 

The Emperor of Austria has delivered to his Parliament a 
speech which, regarded in any light, must be an interesting 
one, His Majesty welcomes the assembled legislators, believes 
that the future is rich in hope, desires to know, positively, the 
exact wishes of the various portions of the empire, and declares 
his belief that he shall be able to recognise their nationalities, 
and yet to show them to the world as working together in amity.

Asis well known, commissioners have been 
sent by the Southern States of America to 
visit the different Courts of Europe on a 
mission, the object of which is obvious, Of 
these Mr, A. Dudley Mann _is-.one,_ This 

entleman, who is descended on both sides 
os English families, which emigrated to 
Virginia between 1660 and 1675, was born in 
that State on the 26th of April, 1805, About 
twenty years ago he entered the diplomatic 
service of the —, — In 1845 he 
was appointed Speci enipotentiary to 
Hanover, Oldenburg, and the two Duchies of 
Mecklenburg, for the purpose of negotiating 
commercial treaties, the objects of which 
were the removal of transit dues on 
American products, and a large reduction of 
—_ duties in the States composing the 
Zollverein on tobacco, which were effected. 
In 1847 he was accredited to all the German 
Governments except Prussia, In 1849 he 
was appointed Commissioner to Hungary ; 
and in 1850 he was appointed Speci 
Minister to Switzerland, between which 
Republic and the United States he opened 
relations and negotiated a treaty of friend- 
ship, commerce, and extradition. In 1853, 
after the election of General Franklin Pearce 
to the Presidency of the United States, Mr. 
Mann was, without any solicitation on his 
part, appointed Assistant Secretary of State, 
an office then for the first time created. In 
1855 he resigned that and since that 
he has devoted himself to the development 
of the material interests of the Southern 
States. His antecedents thus in every way 
qualified him for the discharge of the duties 
of the important office which has now been 
conferred upon him, 


THE IMPERIAL CITY, PEKIN, 


Tas capital of the Chinese empire contains 
a great number of palaces and temples, 
decorated with numerous works in marble ; 
but a considerable portion of the area of the 
city is occupied by squares, gardens, ponds, 
and even fields. Pekin consists, as we had 
occasion to state last week, of two cities, one 
named the Tartar, and the other the Chinese, 
besides twelve populous suburbs. The Tartar 
or Northern City is divided into three distinct 
eg central block called the Prohibited 

ity, containing the Imperial palace and the 
grounds belonging to it; the Imperial City, 
surrounding it; and the Gen City. in 
this last division are situated the uni- 
versity buildings and those of the Russian 
mission. 

The hollow rectangle named the Imperia 
City, with which only we have at present to 
deal, is interposed between the inner block 
and the outer rim of the town. It is more 
than six miles in circumference, and in it are 
many of the palaces of Princes of different 
ranks, Among the many remarkable build- 
ings which it contains is a large Buddhist 
temple, with a statue of the god more than 
sixty feet high, made of copper, and gilt. 
Much of the space is laid out in pleasure- 
gardens for the wealthier inhabitants. Here 
is an artificial mountain one hundred and 
fifty feet in height, with terraces, walks, 

vilions, and plantations, abounding with 
irds, hares, and rabbits. Here, also, is an 
artificial lake, with a bridge of nine arches

[¥IRST NOTICE. ] 

Tuk parent society of water-colourists open their exhibition for the year 
with wees rich ph varied display, in which a styles of the 

incipal o\d-establiahed contributors are favourably represented. As a 
whole, the exhibition presents a material difference from that of the junior 
society, holding court at the west-end of Pall-mall, inagmuch as it 
eontains comparatively few of those ambitious attempts at historical 
and other fizure-subjects, but seems more generally to be restricted to 
the old acknowledged province of the water-colour api og 
landscape— including architectural exteriors and interiors, rustic life, 
eattle, fruit, &c.

(215) and “ A Cottage” (225) are both charming in their way; and in 
“Barnham Beeches” (237), the golden harvest of dried leaves is so 
crisp that you almost fancy you could hear them crunch beneath your 
feet. 


Dodgson, somewhat in a similar vein of fancy, but with more free- 
dom of hand and a more sketchy style, has some exquisite little 

limpees at nature. In “Sonning, on the Thames—a Showery Day 
143), the very paper seems as if it had been out in the rain without 
an umbrella. (Fuseli’s exclamation, “Give me my umbrella, I am 
going to see Mr. Constable’s pictures!” will be understood here.) 
“Senning Church—Morning ” (156), shows the venerable old pile, with its 
quaint tiled roof, surrounded by tumbledown gravestones and inclosed 
at one end by trees, the very beau-ideal of an English village church 
“of the olden time.” In the tone the freshness of the early morning 
air is well suggested. : 
EK. Duncan, whose grand shipwreck pieces of last year and the year 
before are fresh in the recollection of all who saw them, this year con- 
fines himself to calmer scenes and chiefly to the joys of inland life, in 
which he is always so happy, so persuasive. “ On the Thames near 
Shiplake” (52), with the air warmed by the transient hues of the rain- 
bow, is like a glowing scene of fairyland when viewed from a proper 
distance, which, by-the-way, is not always attainable in this little 
gallery, crowded as it is with guests, and choked up still further by 
the necessary introduction of screens to afford additional —— 
“The Holly-gatherers—Christmas Time” (152) is a case in pointwwhere

Barges Wuiting for the Tide” (93) gives an admirable photograph of 


coast scenery at low water, so calm and lifeless, The reflection of the 
strange, picturesque craft in the pools of water on the shore is strikingly 
truthful. 

Amongst the genuine sea-pieces, a clase of art always so popular in 
this country, we must speak with commendation of three, which 
are hung very near her—J. P. Jackson’s ‘‘ Warping a Disabled 
Vessel into Penzance Harbour” (6), in which the after a storm 
is admirably suggested; “The Chops of the Channel—Signalling for 
2 Pilot” (11), by John callow, in which is a most spirited representation 
ef a rolling sea ginder the effects of a smart gale; and “ Wreck at 
Ilfracombe” (30), by W. C. Smith, so truthfully depicting the savage 
rage of tle waves which break against our rockbound coasts. 

A. P, Newton has two very grand views of a spot invested for the 
moment with political interest—that of “‘ Menton” (24), recently ceded 
to France by the Prince of Monaco, and “ Winter Foliage—the Garden 
ef the Prince of Monaco, Menton” (202). The scenery in both is 
very bold and striking; mountainous, and well wooded, with the broad 
blue expanse of the Mediterranean stretching away beneath. ' 

H. Gastineau’s “Falls of Kilmarnock, -shire, N.B.’’ (18), 1s 
estimable as a specimen of bold rock and river scenery, which might 
have admitted of almost any amount of exaggeration, treated with 
remarkable sobriety, great breadth, and in a subdued tone which is 
most grateful to the eye. His “Carlingford Castle and Bay, Ireland” 
(G0), is a large drawing, full of subject, boldly treated. e ruins of 

‘the ancient castle perched on the top of the steep mountain, and the 
bay or gulf, agitated by a stiff breeze, with various craft beating on 
their way, form an animated picture, which has been hit off with a 
dashing brush. 

Carl Haag produces a grand and impressive picture of “The 
Ancient Vestibule to the Southern Entrance beneath the Temple Area, 
Jerusalem ’’ (83), the low arched structure being supported by massive 
pillars, and its recesses affording refuge to many members of the 
wandering class, “The Aasupole at Athens” (105), by the same 
band, exlivits an elaborate view of the decaying walls of this ancient 
classic temple seen amidst a warm but mystic hue. ; 

8. Read exhibits three of his gorgeous interiors, which, for masterly 
perspective, fulness of colour, and congenial solemnity of effect, are 
not surpassed by the works of a similar class of any other pai of 
the day. That of “The Dom, Minster, Westphalia” (74), displays a 
grand old Gothic screen, elaborately carved, beneath which is a rich 
¢erimson altar, partly covered with fine white linen ; a priest officiating. 
The coup d'ceil is most striking. In “The High Altar in the Church 
of St. Augustine, Antwerp” (129), the eye is carried upwards by the 
flight of lofty pillars to a coved recess, in which are sculptured 
figures in bold jection, and beneath one of Rubens’s magnificent 
aliarpieces. “ Chapel in the Church of St. Paul, Antwerp” (199), 
is smaller, and of more concentrated effect, the central compartment 
agein illumined by the painter’s art. 

Amongst the figure subjects exhibited those of Gilbert deservedly 
attract the principal share of attention. They are in various o~. 
His “Roman Bagpiper” (86) is a grand impressive study, full of 
eharacter, and surrounded by deep chiaroscuro. ‘“ The Return of the 
Expedition ” (248) exhibits a cavalcade of knights and warriors of the 
med'zva) period returning from the battle-field, with colours flying and 
horses prancing—a scene full of movement and animation, executed 
with a sparkling pencil. The remaining two are Shakspearean scenes— 
“The Arrest of Hastings at the Council in the Tower” (276), from 
“Richard IIL,” full of dramatic effect; and “Sir Hugh Evans 
Examining young William Page in his Accidence” (291), from ‘“‘ The 


Mery Wives of Windsor,” a group full of marvellous humour.

FINE ARTS. 





VERBOECKHOVEN’S PICTURE, “CATTLE LEAVING THE 
FARMYARD.” 

The great Flemish painter Verboeckhoven has produced a last work, 
“last,” we fear, in every sense, which in size and importance will 
all composition-pictures he has hitherto Lamgregng Verse one upon whi 
he might be content to rest his pretensions to a ga 
The picture is now on view at the Auction Mart, 3 ver-square, 
and a melancholy interest attaches to it in the fact that since its com- 
pletion the artist has been afflicted with blindness, from which there is 
too much reason to nt he will never completely recover. The 
picture is entitled ‘“‘Cattle Leaving the Farmyard,” and is of lar, 
dimensions. It is, we believe, the result of a commission from Me. 
Amos, the proprietor, and was undertaken with the idea of pro- 
ducing something of Flemish art which should rival the world-wide 
reputation of Rosa Bonheur’s ‘‘Horse Fair.” The subject chosen, 
however, is of a very different character from that of the latter, being 
purely domestic in sentiment, and combining every variety of farm- 

ard Tite —a horse, cattle, sheep, ay ducks, pigeons, a goat and 

id, a dog, &c.; besides human life of all ages, from the iafant in erms 
up to the grandmother whose course of useful life is almost run, but 
who still watches with affectionate nf oa the regular order of daily 
domestic duties in the old house around her. 

The scene is a modest but well-stocked farm in ium, somewhere 
on the road between Brussels and Waterloo. In the foreground is the 
labourer’s cottage, with thatched roof, where at early dawn all is life 
and activity, the smoke oozing out of the chimney proclaiming that 
the frugal breakfast is over, and every member of the family preparing 
to set ont upon his separate course of labour. A little in the rear on the 
right is seen the good farmer's house, which is built of brick and 
roofed with tiles, and where as yet ncbody is astir. Between the two 
buildings is a dovecote, which, surrounded by volumes of air, admirably 
sets off the intervening space, and to which fluttering pigeons, 
soaring over the housetop, are returning from their early morning’s 
foraging excursion in the little wood behind.

Above, the sky is cool and hard, a cloud here and there 
standing opposed tothe clear blue vault of heaven, The sun has not 
yet actually risen, but the first refracted ra of his yay ey. orb are 
thrown upon the ed ridge of the thatched roof, upon the chimney, 
and upon some of the tiles in the farmer’s dwelling-house, with such 
masterly truth of effect that the very straw and bricks seem to awaken 
to their influence, and the air to play in 2ud around all the chinks and 
crevices in their surface. In the front of the cottage is a common 
dusty road, skirted by a little shallow stream, which is spanned by a 
small bridge. 

The foremost central group of animal life is that of some sheep, 
with their lambs—the latter gambolling and caressing their mothers 
with charming naturalness. Behind, and spreading acroas the picture, 
are the cows coming out from their shed followed Ms a young heifer, 
at which the shepherd-dog barks threateningly ; the whole family being 
led by a noble black bull, who tosses up his head, sniffing with evident 
relish the fresh morning air. Admirably foreshortened, his bovine 
majesty proceeds directly towards the bridge, beneath which another 
interesting family presents itself—a brood of ducks, old and young, 
some but newly hatched, which, terrified at the approach of the horned 
cattle, bustle on their way to the water, conducted and gathered toge- 
ther by the old duck, whilst master drake, with ruffled wing, turns round 
as it were to face and defy the insolent foe. Close to the cottage door 
are a collection of fowls, who are being fed by the young wife of 
the labourer, whilst old granny, looking on, nurses the infant; and 
near at hand to this group is a fine plump white horse attached to 
a low truck bearing a barrel which is about to be sent to the brewery 
for wash for the cattle. The carman’s coat is red, and this colour, in 
close connection with the white of the horse’s skin, affords a stron 
focus of light and warmth in the midst of the principal group, thoug 
not exactly in the centre of the picture itself.
